A simili.'ir condition prevailed through, mt 
the coniitry in ISH'J, just twenty yearf ago. 
Prosperity ran high, everybody was working 
at good wages, and the railroadft^ere taxed to 
their limit to carry the crops. \. 

There was but oao feature then, Mv Qo^> 
*hat offered an opening for the Democraoy^H 
<)rft of high prices, but then, as now, 
^_^'jl)TV^to earn the money with which 
to pay these pric^^ ^ 

The Democratic editWi? aud stump speakers 
( reated a period of dissatisfaelrton. 'J htiy told 
the pci>plo that if they elected a Dem ocratic 
president and a Democratic CDUgross they 
would put an end to high prices.

For twenty years under Republican policies 
and principles the nation has prospered as 
never before. The babies of the days of 
Democratic hard times will cast their fir»t 
votes this year. They have never experienced 
tbe want aud hardships that Democratic free 
trade is sure to bring thorn. They have never 
known what it in to want for somtithing to eat 
aud to l»u unable to liud the work with which 
to pay for their meal.

Thirty and Nine;" 
Or, Why Stop With One? 

By JOHN B. M'FERRAN. Chairman Educational Commlnaa.

OOKING at our educational probkmi from ti^^buiineas itand- 

pi'irit, wf hav« been turning too much to what* Js called 
higher educatiDii. I am mvself a believer in higher educa- 
tion. I mean by tliat the univeraities, colleges and high 
■obooli and would not detnet from their importanoe hi tbe least, but 
they are already liberally provided for far in advance of our oommon 
schools. 

We are told bv the Uiiitc.l States bureau of education "that more 
than two-tbirda of our boy a in the United States leave, school before 
the end of the eigbtb grade;" "tbat tbe average length of a boy's 
schooling h \c6H thiiu six yean, and this school training before Ae 
ages of twelve to fourteen years, wliile the hoy is too younp to appre- 
ciate his loss;" "that less than one boy in four conij)k'te3 the grammar 
grades and bnt one boy in eight goes any further with bis schooling;" 
"that only one boy in forty of tboae wbo enter tbe first year of bigb 
school completes tbe course in higli school, public or private, or goes 
higher;" "that of all boys twelve to fourteen years of age who should 
certainly be in school leas than CO per cent are there." 

From tbe Sage Foundation fund's reports we are told tbat of 100 
boys wbo enter the first grade only fifty-five enter tbo fiftb grade, only 
twenty-ppveii are left in the eighth grade, six- in the high school and 
one to enter college; that only per cent of tlie males in the nation 
are fitted by definite educational training for their occupations or vo- 
cations. 

These facts are given on bigb autbority, and when we remember 
that they apply to the country at large and that Kenfueky U ])robnl)ly 
l>elow this average, is it not lamentable? IF ONLY OXK BOY IX 
FORTY COMPLETES TJIE HIGn SCHOOL COURSE IS IT 
NOT VERY IMPORTANT FOR US TO GO MORE STRENU- 
OUSLY AFTER THE OTHER "THIRTY AXD XIXE?" 

I think at present we, educators nnil nil, are following tlie old trend 
of looking too exclusively toward the higher education. I think our 
legislative bodies bave illustrated this when four years ago they made 
It mandatory on every county in tbe sUte to build a bigb school witbhi 
two years. There was little mandatory concerning tbe poor, sm.ill 
schools scattered throughout tlie eoimties. These "thirty and nine" 
poor devils will have little chance to get within sight of a high school 
at all, but mnst plod along as best they may. 

It is true the same legislature allowed tbe fiscal court to levy a 
tax of 20 conU on the $100 for school purposes in each county. It is 
also true that many of the counties levying this tax have used it 
largely in establishing a high scliool at the county seat or some otber 
town, which is unfair to tbese "thirty and nhie" wbo do not get to the 
high school. 

I DO NOT WISH TO BE ''NDlRSTOOD AS OPPOSING HIGH 
SCHOOLS OR HIQHKR EDUCATION— I AM IN FAVOR OE BOTH TO 
THK LIMIT—BUT I AM COMPLAININO THAT ONLY ONB BOY IN 
FORTY SHOULD HAVE THE LION'S SHARE OF THE FEAST IN- 
TENDED FOR ALL. I THINK THIS SHOWS CLEARLY THE NKBO 
OF MORE MONIY FOR Ol^ teMOOLt. M THAT ALL MAY HAVB A 
FAIR SHdw. 

Tliere is, I think, nnuther mistake that ought to bo corrected as 
far as possible, and that relates to the pay of teachers by location or 
with reference to location. The dties and large towns and wealthier 
portions of the oounties have the pick of tbe teachers because they pay 
higher salaries and the environment generally is more attraotiTa., 
Thus the back districts in the counties (where there are generally 
more children) are compelled to get along with the cheapest and poor- 
est tesehers. These teaehers, as a rule, have the minimum salaries. 
Xow, I hold that these "thirty and nine" out in the back distnets for 
good results need the l^est teachers or at least as good ns tlie best 

This condition can be mot at once by the county boards supple- 
menting the salsries of teaehers in the poor districts out of the county 
funds. Sueh action would bring immediate relief. WHY WAIT

HFHTKXD of mine interestetl in schools happened in Boston 
not loiif^ ^iiiico nnd in going about investigating the city's 
schools, oil reaching tho h)\ve9t and poorest part of the city, 
wa^ burprised to see going \ip a splendid, beautiful lehool 
thiilding; to cost $875,000. He said, "Whj^on earth do jou put such a 
handsome afid costly building in this part of the city V The answer 
was, "We wnnt to make good, intolligcnt citizens out of theso chil- 
dren, and ^^/e think this one of tiio important ways of doing it." 

I should like to know why wo pursue the unbusinemlD^e, illogical 
and absolutely unfair method of offering three kinds of teaohert' cer- 
tificates, cspociallv now n.s tho counties have tho right to tax thom- 
solvos up to 20 coiit'? nn $100 for ponornl school purposes. ARE 
WJ*: DELiBEKATKLY TRYING TO MAKE THREE CLASSES 
OF CITIZENS— THE INFERIOR, THE MODERATELY GOOD 
AND THE BEST? In a true democracy there is no use or room for 
olas^es. Ought not our efforts to be addressed to the one object of 
nuikititr nn nvcrapo intelligent good citizenship? 

I ndor prt'si'iit arraiigoniont.s wo are compelling the poorer sections 
of our counties to employ third-class teachers whose capadty will not 
auffor them to go nhovo a wa^o of $30 to $40 per month, while the 
citio'^ ami tiAvii-^ aii'l wt'iiilliicr ])arts of tho ooiiutics are paving $G0 
to $75 per niontii. Of course this higher pay and better environment 
attract the best teachers, those holding tho first class certificates. 
Now, this is manifestly unfair and rery unwise. 

THE BOYS AND GIRLS IN THE LESS WEALTHY PORTIONS OF

There ought to he, as soon as the proper legislation can be had, 
only one certificate granted to all teachers and that of the first class. 
If there are districts unable to pay in full for a first class teacher let 

the county hoard in!iki" u)) the difTcronco out of the county fund, for 
which it w.H iiit. n,lr,l. TIIKSE POORER DISTRICTS RAY" THE 
SAME RATE OF 1 AX, SO FAR AS TUEY HAVE TAXABLES, 
AS DO THE WEALTHIER SECTIONS, AND THEY SHOULD 
HAVE A FAIR AND LIBERAL DEAL. 

This \^ not only pncrou'; ami unselfish, but it is Chrlstliko, and 
it is a wi^o bu-iiicss pro|iositiuii to make good and intelligent citizens 
out of these less fortunutes. I think when tho people consider this 
question deliberately they will see the folly of present methods and 
demand a change and will get it. Therefore it would be wise for 
teachers to jm pare theiii-;clves to get first cla*s certificates, and I 
think they ha»«' no time to lose Ix^causo the chan^^o when started will 
come quickly. The state has two normal schouU and tho xmiversity 
whose business it is (o prepare teachers. 

Not 25 per cent of tlie teachers of tho state aro taking advantage 
nf those opporf unities, and inany uf them will bo left f>ut wlien tho 
change comes. 1 am hoping to see tho day when our teachers will bo 
better paid, but when that day dawns it will bring with it also an un- 
deniable demand for better prepared teachers.
